In the King's Proclamation for Baniſhing the Papiſts ten miles from Londen, dated Ofos. 30, 1678.

Perſon, the Government, and the Proteſtant Religion. 

And in a Vote of the Houſe of Commons, approved by the Houſe of Lords at a Conference , 
Novemb. 1, 1678,-- Reſolved, &c. That this Honſe is of Opinion, that there hath been, and ſtill is a 
damnable and helliſh Plet contrived, aud carried on by Popiſh Recuſants for Aſſaſſinating and Murdering 
the King ; and for ſubverting the Government ; and rooting out,and deſtrojing the ProteFFant Religion.”
